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pati g Coin Collection: Clarence & Helen Zaar Maritime Collection 








Clarence and Helen Zaar were the parents of an old San Francisco Bay area collector 
of CNG’s, Clarence Zaar Jr., who passed way about ten years ago. Clarence Jr. never 
mentioned to us that he had come from a family of collectors, so you can imagine the 
surprise when we received a phone call from Seattle late last fall from the step-son of 
Clarence Sr. regarding the consignment of coinage to our firm. After getting through 
the initial confusion, we discovered that Clarence Jr.’s parents had built a collection 
of their own. Wondering how the family had come to call on us, we discovered that 
back in the 1980s Clarence Jr. had left instructions with his mother to contact us 
when it came time to sell her collection. All of this was quite ironic as Clarence Jr. 
had given away his collection to homeless people in San Francisco shortly before he 
died--a fact that only came to light when pieces started showing up in various San 
Francisco dealers’ inventories, mostly purchased from pawn shops in the Bay Area. 


It was a pleasant surprise to make the trip out to Seattle to view this collection, which 
touches on almost all areas of coinage, from ancient Greek to modern European. The 
Zaar Maritime Collection won the Grand Award at the 19th annual convention of 
the Pacific Northwest Numismatic Association in 1962 (see newspaper clipping to 
left). By that time, the couple had already spent 21 years assembling their impres- 
sive collection.

Collection can be found throughout the sections of this sale. 
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The HLT Collection 


We are pleased to continue offering coins from the HLT Collection in this sale. The top-tier talers from HLT had been featured in Triton XIV this 
past January, but the whole collection is more than just an accumulation of talers. In the early 1980s, while attending a mid-winter ANA conven- 
tion at the Broadmoor Hotel in Colorado Springs, I came across an exhibition of hundreds of bronze coins of the world. All of the coins were 
large, 29mm or higher in diameter, reqiring more than 10 cases for display. All of these magnificent coins were from the HLT Collection. A long 
lasting relationship was built, and now some thirty years later we are helping to sell the material. The talers have been acquired over the last fifty 
years, and the bronzes over the last thirty. This sale offers a selection of over 300 lots from the collection. Thinking most of the material was now 
in house, we received with amusement an email the other day saying, “PS I am unaware of any significant stashes of large Coppers that I haven’t 
turned up already, with one exception. I have a cubic foot of boxed Chinese coins, roughly half cast cash and the rest milled coppers. There are 
realistically 200-300 coins that may be better or scarce.” In addition to the significant offering in CNG 87, there will be an extensive run of world 
bronzes in Electronic Auction 256 that runs from May 4-May 25. More coins will follow in CNG 88 this fall. A few notes from the collector follow. 


- Victor England 
Large-Copper Collection 


The formation of the large-copper collection began as an evolution of a larger interest in countries outside of the United States, and their coinage. 
Copper coins and minor denominations in other metals were the original focus because of cost considerations. A rather comprehensive collection of 
Chinese coins was formed starting with cast cash coins and expanded to include pre-World War II machine-struck issues. As the common cast cash 
and struck 10 cash were identified and accumulated, multiple cash pieces were added to the collection. Eventually, coins from other countries were 
added to the collection, as well as issues of ancient Greece, Rome, and the Byzantine Empire. Soon the interest focused on the larger copper/bronze, 
and occasionally brass or bell-metal, denominations. After a significant number of coins had been accumulated, it was realized that the collection 
was proceeding haphazardly, and going further afield than resources allowed. Comparing the coins for a unifying thread revealed that the size of the 
coins could be used as a discriminator to focus the collection. A minimal size of 29mm was decided upon because many of the countries belonged 
to the Latin Monetary Union, whose largest copper coins were nearly 30mm in diameter, a size nearly the same as the modern British pennies and 
many of their colonial issues as well. At its peak, this collection held over 1000 coins. 


Taler Collection 


The taler collection began simply as an economical alternative to the continuation of a US Morgan and Peace Dollar collection that had been formed 
previously. Talers, especially those of the 18th century and earlier, were often of greater artistic merit than the US dollars. European coins were of 
particular interest because of their long history, as well as the quality of the engravers and minters. Initially the only theme for this collection was 
seeking a link to an ethnic heritage. As new coins were acquired, their history became the most important attribute, which changed the collection to 
also include coins contemporaneous with those already in the collection. Early in this process, coins were acquired regardless of defects such as re- 
moved mountings or tooling; their history and survival were the more important factors. A unifying theme developed of a collection of both houses 
of Saxony, Albertine and Ernestine, from the earliest issues to the end of the German Empire after World War I. Additional talers were collected 
from their contemporary allies and enemies, as well as their titular rulers, the Holy Roman Emperors. Talers of the Saxon dukes commemorated 
all aspects of their reign and rule, from their defense of Martin Luther, fighting in the 30 Years War, celebrations of their baptisms, weddings, and 
anniversaries, mining endeavors, and the lives of the deceased nobility. As more resources became available, the desired coins were obtained from 
major dealers and auction firms, such as CNG and predecessors, and with a more discriminating eye. 


A European Collection of Ancient Spanish Coins 


Classical Numismatic Group is pleased to offer this European collection of ancient Spanish coins. The collector carefully selected these coins 
with an eye for quality, as most are in a better state of preservation than others of their type, and some may represent the finest known. This 
offering represents an excellent opportunity for the specialist collector of ancient Spanish coinage. 


The Second Punic War (218-200 BC), called The Hannibalic War by the Romans, and also referred to as The War Against Hannibal, was 
the second major war between the Roman Republic and Carthage. By the conclusion of the war, Rome had conquered much of the Iberian 
peninsula. Except for some issues minted in Rhode, Emporion, and Gades, not many coins were produced in Spain prior to the Second Punic 
War, as coinage was not adopted as a universal medium of exchange in Spain until after this transformational time. Much of the coinage in 
circulation in Spain during the second and first centuries BC, both bronze and silver, was produced locally, but Roman Republican coins also 
circulated there, though probably not in the interior. 


Very little is known about the coinage of ancient Spain beyond the basic attribution to various cities. The absolute chronology and denominational 
systems are still questionable, but certain characteristics are observable. Three main regions minted coins in Spain: the northeastern coast 
(approximately modern Catalufia), the upper Ebro valley, and the Quadalquivir valley. The coinage of the northeastern coast is characterized by 
a language and script that are both Iberian, while the coins of the upper Ebro valley are characterized by a Celtic language and cognate Iberian 
script. In the Quadalquivir valley, coinage is characterized by an Iberian language and a different Iberian script, known as Turdetanian. The 
Iberian coinages of the north typically display on the obverse a head right, and on the reverse, a horse, horseman, Pegasos, or dolphin; those 
of the Quadalquivir valley exhibit a male head on the obverse, and on the reverse, a horseman or sphinx. 


Roman Provincial coins of Spain usually host the name of the city from which it comes, making attribution definite. There is a considerable 
variety of reverse types, often inspired by coins of the Roman Republic and Empire, though earlier Iberian types, such as the horseman, are 
also found. Used to convey political or cultic messages to the people, the coins feature religious temples and symbols, statues, wreaths, and 
imperial portraits. Coins of some of the cities display military symbols, reflecting the military attributes of the people settled there. The bull, 
right or left, head facing, is among the religious types. 


Much is yet to be learned about this fascinating coinage, making it an alluring area of collecting.

In 446 BC, with the aid of Athens, the refugee population of the destroyed city of Sybaris returned to the location of their previous home, and 
founded a new city, giving it the name Thourioi. The new city quickly regained the prosperity enjoyed by its former incarnation, as evidenced 
by the extensive series of coins it issued over the following two centuries. Good relations with Tarentum were probably responsible for the 
weakening of Thourioi’s historical connection to Athens, and she turned to Sparta during the Peloponnesian War. Although supported by 
Tarentum, the city suffered at the hands of the Lucanians and Brettians during the 4th century BC. In need of a more robust ally, the Thourians 
turned to Rome in 285 BC. Unlike many cities in southern Italy, Thourioi’s support of Rome was steadfast during both the time of Pyrrhos 
and Hannibal’s invasion, even though the Thourians suffered heavily at the hands of the latter. The coinage of Thourioi was diverse in both its 
denominations and metals. The primary types were the head of Athena, probably due to the city’s initial close relationship with Athens, and a 
standing or butting bull, which had been the civic type on the coins of Sybaris. 


Classical Numismatic Group is pleased to offer another selection of coinage from Magna Graecia from the Colin E. Pitchfork Collection. As 
with his previously offered collections of the cities of Tarentum (CNG 81), Metapontion (CNG 82), Neapolis (CNG 84), and Velia (CNG 84), 
this selection of issues from Thourioi contains a variety of issues, some rarely seen at auction, and many with pedigrees. All of the following 
coins of Throurioi are from the Pitchfork collection, except for lots 137, 154, and 171.

Kaulonia was one of a number of Achaian colonies established in Magna Graecia in the seventh century BC. It is not certain whether it was 
founded by new colonists from the Peloponnesos or whether it was founded by the Achaians of Kroton. Kaulonia’s coinage began in the later 
sixth century, and was one of the many incuse types that marked the beginning of coinage in Italy. Apollo, the patron deity of Kaulonia, and 
his associated iconography were the primary types featured on the coins. In the early fourth century Kaulonia joined with Sybaris and Kroton 
in a league that was defeated by Dionysios I of Syracuse in 389/8 BC. Although the city was left intact, this event marked the cessation of its 
coinage.

Situated on the southern coast of Sicily, Gela was founded in 688 BC by Cretans and Rhodians. By the turn of the 5th century BC, it rose to 
become the most influential state on the island. In 485 BC its ruler, Gelon, seized Syracuse and transferred his capital there, taking with him 
many of the leading citizens of the city. His brother Hieron, later tyrant Hieron I of Syracuse, was left in charge of Gela. Tetradrachms were first 
struck at Gela circa 480/75 BC, shortly thereafter becoming the principal denomination of the Geloan coinage, and remaining so down to the 
time of the destruction of the city by Carthaginian invaders in 405 BC. The ultimate design of the tetradrachms was a racing chariot, borrowed 
from the Syracusan coinage, and the forepart of a man-headed bull. The rather brutal half-length figure of the man-headed bull swimming right 
is based on the ‘father of all rivers’, Achelous, and is clearly identified by the ethnic Gelas as the personification of the river Gelas rushing to 
its mouth, where the city Gela stood. It was mentioned by Virgil (Aen. 3, 702) as ‘immanisque Gela fluvii cognomine dicta’ (and Gela called 
by the nickname of its monstrous stream).

Taking advantage of the loosening of Athenian control over the Chalkidike due to the Peloponnesian War, in 432/1 BC the cities of the region 
formed themselves into a league with its capital at Olynthos. The failure of Athens to break up the Chalkidian League - one of the terms of the 
Peace of Nikias in 421 BC - as well as a general strategic disinterest in the region, helped to solidify the League’s power and position. As a 
result of this situation, the League began striking silver coinage in its own name. Adopting the local “Phoenician” standard already in use by 
Olynthos, only tetrobols were minted in any quantity at first, but after about 420 BC, tetradrachms were regularly struck. The very rare issues 
of gold staters, struck on the Attic standard, are certainly tied to the tumultuous events in the second quarter of the 4th century BC. 


The political situation in which the League found itself at that time was influenced by the competing interests of Athens, who had historic 
ties to the region, Sparta, who constantly sought to check any advance of Athenian power, and the Macedonian Kingdom, which sought to 
expand its influence over its neighbor to the south. Sparta’s defeat at Leuktra in 371 BC, and the subsequent peace, provided Athens with the 
opportunity to reconstitute the Second Athenian Empire, beginning with the Chalkidike. In 365 BC, the Athenian general, Timotheos, began to 
conquer territory in the northern Aegean on behalf of Athens. He quickly subdued the island of Samos and gained a foothold in the Thracian 
Chersonese, from where he could direct his attention to the Chalkidike. With the help of Perdikkas II] of Macedon, Timotheos attacked 
the League and its capital, Olynthos. Although unable to take the capital, Timotheos was successful in quickly capturing a large part of the 
League’s territory. His campaign was so successful that he used the opportunity to attack his erstwhile ally, Macedon, as well. In 363 BC, in 
addition to the seizing the city of Potidaia, an important Chalkidikan port near the League capital of Olynthos, Timotheos also captured the 
Macedonian ports of Methone, Terone, and Pydna, located in the Thermian Gulf. For all of his initial success against the Chalkidian League, 
however, Timotheos was unable to conquer Amphipolis, or solidify his hold over the areas he seized, and eventually abandoned his northern 
Aegean enterprise in 360 BC. In the years immediately following, it would be Amyntas’ youngest son, Philip I], who would achieve what 
both the Chalkidian League and Timotheos were unable to do - bring the entire region and all of its cities and tribes under one authority. Once 
accomplished, in 348 BC he dissolved the League. 


For what purpose were these extremely rare Attic-standard gold staters struck? Given the regional turmoil at the time, a possible explanation 
would be that the coins were an emergency issue meant for the payment of local Thracian mercenaries due to a scarcity of silver. Such was 
the case with Athens when, cut off from its supply of silver late in the Peloponnesian War, it turned to coining gold. Psoma, however, shows 
that the League regularly struck significant amounts of silver coinage during this period, something that would be impossible if no supply of 
silver was available. As such, payments to mercenaries probably would have been in the form of the League’s silver issues, whose Phoenician 
weight standard was common throughout the region. At this time, gold was rarely coined in the Greek world, with only the Persian Empire and 
Kyzikos minting issues with any regularity. Most often gold was struck when necessity required its use, as it had been at Athens. Coinciding 
as it did with the League’s war against Athens, this gold issue (as well as similar extremely rare gold Attic staters issued from the League’s 
then ally Amphipolis) had to be struck not for local consumption, but for foreign recipients who required payment in coinage struck on the 
Attic standard. Bribes in gold are known to have been a part of classical diplomacy. The Persian Empire tried to affect the outcome of the 
Peloponnesian War by funneling darics to both Athens and Sparta, and Philip II, once he gained control of Mt. Pangaion, struck coinage on the 
Attic standard (including staters), which he used to gain control over the Greek city-states (cf. Dem. 5.5). Thus, if the League’s staters were not 
for payments to mercenaries, they most likely were made to acquire influential overseas support through bribes. 


The placement of the present stater in the series at Olynthos is uncertain. At the time of the publication of Psoma’s study in 2001, only R-C 
Groups L, S, T, and W, are known to have staters associated with them. Three other staters, all from the same die pairing, however, remain 
unassigned, and likely belong to an unrecorded magistrate. The first appeared in B.M. Yakountchikoff, Unpublished and rare Greek coins 
(St. Petersburg, 1908), p. 8, no. 17, and the second is in the ANS (SNG 468). Unfortunately, the magistrate’s name is not legible on either 
of these, though the ANS catalog presumed it to be the magistrate Polyxenos (R-C Group R). The third example appeared as lot 24 in the 
recent New York Sale XXV (5 January 2011; the reverse die link was unnoticed), and although portions are also unreadable, one can clearly 
distinguish enough -- [ ]-A[?]I-N-[ ] -- to recognize that it cannot be the name of any of the known magistrates. The present piece adds yet 
another new issue to the corpus of Chalkidian coinage. As this issue has no magistrate’s name, it must be placed prior to Group N. Though 
Group L has staters, all of the known coinage of that issue features a portrait of Apollo with long hair on his neck. Nonetheless, some groups 
are known to contain dies of both portrait styles (e.g. Groups I and M). Group L has been dated to circa 365 BC, which is thought to be the 
time that the Chalkidian League struck its first gold issues, perhaps in conjunction with the Athenian expedition of Timotheos (see Psoma p. 
186 and U. Westermark, “The Coinage of the Chalcidian League Reconsidered,” Studies Thomsen, p. 100). An assignment to an earlier issue 
is not impossible, but the style of the portrait on this coin is more consistent with the later issues of the League. In fact, the facial features and 
elongated neck are most similar to the stater of group L. In the following group, Group M, the first tetradrachm die has a portrait of Apollo 
with short hair, but an assignment to that group is unlikely, as all of the reverses feature a tripod as a control mark between the upper struts 
of the kithara. In sum, it seems most probable that this stater belongs either to Group L, or in a transitional group between Groups L and M.

Perdikkas III was the son of Amyntas III and Eurydice, and succeeded his elder brother, Alexander II, to the throne of Macedon in 368 BC. 
At the time, Perdikkas was a minor, and the Macedonian Assembly elected as regent Ptolemy of Aloros, who served in this capacity for three 
years. The fact that Ptolemy was elected by the Assembly discounts a popular theory in much of the classical literature that he was responsible 
for the assassination of Alexander II (see N.G.L. Hammond, “A History of Macedonia, Volume IT’, pp. 181-4, for an analysis of the event). 
During the regency, Macedon was forced into a form of subservience to Thebes by means of an unbalanced alliance, in which Ptolemy 
surrendered his son and thirty of the Companions as hostages. This ‘alliance’ also brought Macedon into conflict with Thebes’ opponent, 
Athens, which was then attempting to gain control over Amphipolis. By the time Perdikkas entered his maturity, in 365 BC, the kingdom 
was under threat of Athenian domination. Whereas Thebes provided virtually no support to Perdikkas, the Athenians gained new allies all 
around Macedon, from the Thracian tribes in the east, to the Molossians in the west, not to mention the pro-Athenian faction among the 
Macedonian elite. In any event, by late 364 or early 363 BC, Perdikkas was compelled to ally himself with Athens, whose general in the region, 
Timotheos, subsequently enlisted the Macedonians in his attempt to subjugate the Chalkidian League and capture Amphipolis. Later in 362 
BC, however, perhaps encouraged by an expedition of the Theban leader Epaminondas against Athens, Perdikkas renounced his alliance with 
Athens. Macedon was quickly subdued by an Athenian force under Callisthenes, but Perdikkas again renounced Athens soon after its forces 
departed, and gave military support to both the Chalkidians and Amphipolis. Timotheos eventually had success against the Chalkidians, but 
his final attempt to take Amphipolis failed miserably, and he was forced to withdraw in 360 BC. While Perdikkas’ attention had been drawn 
to the eastern lowlands of Macedon, another, more formidable threat had grown in the highlands to the west. The Illyrians, long opponents of 
Macedon, had become invigorated under their king Bardylis, who began plundering his neighbor Epiros in 359 BC. Encouraged by finding 
little resistance from the Epirote king, Arybbas, Bardylis took his forces into Macedon, where he decimated the Macedonian army and killed 
Perdikkas in battle. From the death of king Archelaos, whose reign saw an early pinnacle of Macedonian power, the kingdom had been fighting 
a defensive battle against enemies on all sides. This blow by the Illyrians exposed the kingdom to all these enemies, who moved to capture their 
own part of Macedonian territory. Unfortunately for them all, Perdikkas’ youngest brother and successor, Philip I], became the most formidable 
king the Macedonians had yet produced. 


Coins of Perdikkas are known in silver and bronze. His silver consists of two denominations, staters and diobols. The staters continue the 
basic types from Amyntas, with the head of Herakles in lion skin on the obverse, and a walking horse on the reverse. What is innovative is that 
Herakles is now depicted beardless, which becomes the standard way his shown on subsequent royal Macedonian issues. The diobols feature 
the bearded head of Herakles in lion skin, which suggests they were issued prior to the staters, while the reverse has a bow and club. Perdikkas’ 
bronze coinage is known with three types. All feature the beardless Herakles on the obverse, with three different reverses. His bronze coinage 
is fairly common today, while his silver is very rare. In her article on the Macedonian regal coinage in this period, Westermark noted that, even 
though the output of his coinage was limited, the artistic quality of Perdikkas’ coins was very high.

By the early years of the Ist century BC, the skillful use of diplomacy, propaganda, and conquests made Mithradates VI of Pontos appear as 
a viable champion of Greek interests. Aristion, an influential Athenian politician, adhered to a faction that believed it was in Athens’ interest 
to align itself with Mithradates against Rome. In 87 BC, during the First Mithradatic War, with the support of Mithradates’ general Archelaos, 
Aristion declared himself tyrant of Athens and struck coins bearing his name and ‘King Mithradates’ as the magistrates (Thompson 1143- 
1146), an issue believed to have been used for the king’s military necessities. Sulla responded by besieging Athens, which suffered miserably 
for months. As starvation set in, the Romans stormed the walls, and the city quickly fell. Aristion and his supporters tried to hold out in the 
Acropolis, but were forced to surrender due to a lack of food. Soon afterward, Sulla ordered Aristion’s execution. 


This particular coin is of special numismatic interest, as it was struck from a reverse die that Thompson only saw after it had been re-engraved 
with a new month on the Amphora (a Z was placed over the original A). Also, the obverse die used for this coin was not known to Thompson.

This early stater belongs to a group that is defined by the unusual appearance of the shell. Unlike most of the early Aegina issues, where the 
forelegs protrude from the straight upper edge of the shell, the forelegs here protrude from two semicircular cut-outs. Numismatists have 
designated this design as a “trefoil collar” shell, and separate the coins of this group into two series. The first series, simply called the “trefoil 
collar” series, have shells with a line of pellets running down its spine. The second series, called the “T-back with trefoil collar’ series, have 
shells as the previous series, but with the addition of two pellets flanking the central pellet below the collar, which give the appearance of a 
dotted ““T” shape on the back of the shell. It is apparent, though, that there are no actual “trefoil” collars without the distinctive “T-back” form 
of pellets--the distinction had been made by viewing examples that were too worn to show the two side pellets at the top (cf. Holloway, Archaic 
pl. VI, 3 and 14). Dewing 1673 is illustrative in debunking this distinction, as even thought the cataloger calls the coin “trefoil collar,” one can 
just make out the side pellet just to the left of center below the collar. The present coin offers another example. Furthermore, in the earlier 
distinction, only the “trefoil” and “heavy” collar staters are supposed to be combined with “proto-skew” reverses. By the time that the “T-back”’ 
pellet form is established, the reverse is supposed to be a well-formed, regular large skew form incuse. The present coin, however, clearly is 
a “T-back” tortoise combined with a “proto-skew” reverse. In sum, all of the tortoises with this distinctive shell should be distinguished as 
“T-back with trefoil collar” types, and the series was long-lasting, spanning both the “proto-skew” and regular skew reverse types.

Lampsakos depended upon the traffic between the Aegean and the Black Sea, and possessed an excellent harbor in a strategic position guarding 
the eastern entrance to the Hellespont opposite Gallipolis. The city was known to have existed under the name of Pityusa before it received 
colonists from the Ionian cities of Phocaea and Miletus (Strabo xiii, p. 589). In the sixth and fifth centuries Lampsakos passed successively 
under Lydian, Persian, Athenian, and Spartan control. Its tribute of twelve talents, as a member of the Delian League, and production of 
electrum staters in the fifth century, attest to its commercial wealth. Following the example and standard of the Persic daric, Lampsakos was the 
first Greek city to make regular issues of gold coinage, which enjoyed an international circulation from Sicily to the Black Sea. As at Kyzikos, 
the quality of engraving was very high, and types changed frequently: about forty types were produced in a period of about sixty years. Many 
of the types contemporary with the present coin featured Chthonic deities, those whose powers came from the earth, such as Demeter and 
Dionysos.

This issue belongs to a series of issues that have been die and control-mark linked to the coinage of the Cappadocian kings. Previously believed 
to be late issues from Antioch for Antiochos VII, a tetradrachm appeared in 2002 that was obverse die linked to the issue of the present coin 
and reverse die linked to the sole issue of tetradrachms bearing the name and portrait of Ariarathes VII. This discovery conclusively showed 
that this coinage in the name of Antiochos VII was actually a posthumous issue struck under the Cappadocian king. Further analysis of other 
issues in the name of Antiochos VU, of similar Antioch mint style, have shown that they are control-mark linked to issues of Ariarathes VII and 
other Cappadocian kings. Thus, these posthumous Antiochos VII issues constitute the vast majority of tetradrachms issued by the Cappadocian 
Kingdom. While the attribution of these coins to Cappadocia is now settled, their purpose, time of introduction, and the reason they employ the 
types of Antiochos VII are not certain. (For a full treatment of these issues, see Lorber & Houghton, esp. pp. 58-60, and E. Krengel and C.C.

The attribution of this issue is debatable. The brothers Ptolemy VI and Ptolemy VIII had been joint rulers of the kingdom from 170 BC, but 
near the end of 164 BC, Ptolemy VIII was successful in ousting his brother from Alexandreia. Ptolemy VI appealed to Rome for help, and 
settled in Cyprus until a decision could be reach. Before action was taken by Rome, however, Ptolemy VII was himself removed by a revolt, 
and the Alexandrians recalled Ptolemy VI. As such, this issue, which is dated to the coregency, could be an issue of both of the brothers, or 
either one individually.

In AH 61, Salm bin Ziyad was appointed Governor of Khurasan by the Umayyad caliph Yazid I. Three years later, bin Ziyad was deposed and 
replaced by ‘Abd Allah bin Khazim. The new governor quickly threw in his lot with the rebel faction led by bin Zubayr, dragging Khurasan 
into internecine conflict. Meanwhile, the Hepthalites took advantage of Arab distraction and invaded the region. In such a fractured state, 
Khurasan could not resist the Huns, and the whole of the province fell under Hepthalite control for a brief period. 


This coin was struck after the deposition of bin Ziyad, using the imitation of his reverse type, as opposed to the other issues bearing a Hunnic 
style reverse. These types are clear evidence that this and related imitations (cf. CNG 60, 1090-6) were all produced in the same Khorasanian 
locality, by the same Sogdian speaking peoples. The group minting these imitations was plainly impartial to whether the prototype was 
Sasanian (with Khusro II types), or Arab-Sasanian, imitating either “Abd Allah bin Khazim or Salm bin Ziyad. However, the omnipresence 
of the tamgha and Sogdian legends (in countermark or engraveur) indicates that an association with Sogdian Hephthalite groups is the most 
important factor in the coins’ production and identity.

Hera, wearing a tall polos, Herakles (on the left, with traces of a lion skin knotted around his shoulders?) and Zeus.

Making sense of this rare issue is plagued with difficulties. Imhoof-Blumer placed it at Amisus, where Leypold acquired his specimen, but 
while this is not unlikely it is far from secure. In addition, the dating is problematic, with Leypold preferring a date of 100-50 BC, while the 
authors of RPC placed the issue toward the late 1st century BC, although admitting (p. 361) that there is “no good evidence for its date.” These 
two uncertainties make identifying the individualized portrait on the obverse even more difficult. A client king would seem logical, but the 
head lacks a diadem. 


Turning to the reverse, we find an unusual legend in the exergue. It was first read by Imhoof Blumer as TETIA. Leypold read it as FETIA, 
putting forward the tantalizing argument that the scene refers to a fetial ceremony - the sacrifice of a pig to sanctify a treaty - although what 
treaty this issue should be associated with is uncertain. Adding to the confusion, the legend on the current specimen and that sold in CNG 
E-188 clearly begin with an “E” rather than an “F’. Finally, as the authors of RPC appropriately note (p. 361): “Indeed, the use of Latin might 
perhaps be a problem for almost any attribution, as the fetial ceremony would not be appropriate in the case of a colony.”

This coin is part of an interesting series that stresses the theme of three following the elevation of Valerian II (Nicomedia issued a parallel 
coinage with three busts on the obverse and various reverse designs carrying three civic emblems). The obverse was carefully considered to 
stress the hierarchy of the family, with Valerian I, the senior of the Augusti, given pride of place on the left and his grandson Valerian II, as a 
youthful heir, shown in diminutive form. An apparently unique medallion of this type has been preserved (Weiser pl. 27, 5-6 = Triton XI, lot 
469 [Wagner Collection] = Mabbot Collection 1164) and was probably struck for review and approval of the design prior to the issuing of the 
coins. On the trial piece, however, the theme of three was taken too far and the obverse legend ends CEBBB, thus incorrectly naming all three 
figures XeBaotol. This was followed on some of the coins issued (Weiser 262; SNG von Aulock 7083) before being corrected to CEBB as on 
the current piece.

Ariadne, the daughter of Minos of Crete, fell in love with the Athenian hero Theseus and helped him defeat the Minotaur and free the Athenian 
captives from the Labyrinth. She then fled with him from Crete. Upon stopping at Naxos, Theseus abandoned Ariadne while she was sleeping 
and returned to Athens alone. Ariadne was discovered by Dionysos, who made her his wife. Most versions of the tale paint Theseus as a cad, 
but according to one version Dionysos forced Theseus to desert her because they had profaned his sacred grotto at Naxos. In any case, Ariadne 
joined the ranks of the divine, bearing many children by Dionysos, and her wedding diadem became the Corona Borealis. Pergamum, with its 
strong links to Dionysiac cult, celebrates the god’s human consort on this impressive medallion.

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Asinius Gallus — Bold Enemy of Tiberius

Belonging to an issue that consisted of a second larger denomination in the name of Augustus, this coin is part of a wider phenomenon where 
a small group of contemporary governors in the emperor’s inner circle were honored with the right to strike coins carrying their portraits. 
Highly interesting is the obverse legend referring to Gallus as ayvoc (= pure, holy). Grant (FITA p. 388) comments that the title “lends him 
a measure of the superhumanity of the XeSaotdc himself, and so gives his position a religious flavour, with which imperial portraiture is 
likewise endowed.” 


The presence of this title perhaps also serves as a testament to Gallus’ political bravado. While he styled himself diioc of Augustus (see, e.g., 
Dittenberger, S7G I, p. 780), his relationship with Tiberius was tumultuous to say the least. In 11 BC he married Vipsania Agrippina, the former 
wife of Tiberius, whom the future emperor had to reluctantly divorce a year earlier in order to marry the adulterous Julia. Tiberius’ distress 
over the divorce is well-attested in the ancient sources and, after an embarrassing encounter with his Vipsania upon which Tiberius trailed 
her sobbing, Augustus arranged that they not meet again (Seutonius Jib. 7.3). While Tacitus mentions this marriage was an underlying factor 
behind Tiberius’ hostility to Gallus (see, for example, Ann. I.12), Gallus’ habit of publicly challenging Tiberius before the Senate did nothing to 
help the situation, his bold actions and ambitious nature only arousing the suspicions of the emperor. His ultimate downfall, however, appears 
to stem from his later relationship with Agrippina Senior, whose political maneuverings in the AD 20s were a growing source of concern 
for Tiberius. The exact nature of their relationship is unclear, but Agrippina’s request of the emperor for permission to remarry, along with 
Tiberius’ later claims that Agrippina and Gallus had an affair and that she eventually died of grief over Gallus’ own death point to them aiming 
to form a marital as well as political union. The idea of his old personal and political bane marrying Agrippina, around whom seemed to be 
growing a more and more dangerous anti-establishment party, appears to have been too much for Tiberius. The emperor had Gallus placed 
under house arrest in AD 30 and he died of starvation three years later while awaiting trial (Tacitus, Ann. VI.23). To add insult to death, his 
character was further discredited by damnatio memoriae.

One of the most remarkable cults of the ancient world was that which grew up around the youth Antinoitis, a boy from Claudiopolis in Bithynia 
who attracted the attention of the emperor Hadrian. Hadrian apparently had little love for his wife Sabina, and chose instead to shower favors 
on the handsome youth, whom he apparently chanced upon during a visit to Bithynia. During the emperor’s tour of Egypt in October AD 130, 
Antinoiis fell into the Nile and drowned, an event surrounded by dark suspicions whispering of suicide or ritual murder. The distraught Hadrian 
had his favorite immediately deified, and the worship of Antinoiis became an important facet of the imperial cult.

Their militant dancing, accompanied by the clashing of swords on shields, drowned out the cries of the infant. The nursing of Zeus, according 
to certain traditions, was left to the sister nymphs Adrasteia and Ida, who fed Zeus with the the milk of the she-goat Amaltheia (in other 
traditions Amaltheia is a third nymph).

Although perhaps originally conceived as cthonic goddess similar to Artemis, in Greek mythology Hekate was transformed into a nefarious 
deity associated with witches, ghosts, and curses. The origin of her cult can perhaps be traced to Caria, where her most prominent cult site of 
Lagina was located and where names stemming from Hekate (itself apparently derived from Hekatos, or “far-shooting”, an epithet of Apollo) 
are well-attested. From at least the Classical period she was shown in triplicate form as a goddess of the crossroads, comparable to the Roman 
Trivia, whose image was set up at boundaries to keep out evil spirits.

The highest number given to a legion within Mark Antony’s military, the group was most likely disbanded after their defeat at Actium. The 
twenty-third was never to be used again as a legionary numeration, as Augustus reorganized the Roman army and decreased the total number 
of legions. The only time a number greater than XXII was used for a legion was when Trajan raised the legio XXX Ulpia Victrix, most likely 
representing that it was the thirtieth in use by the military at that time.

Before a battle or on parade, the emperor would address his troops in an event known as an adlocutio cohortium (address to the cohorts). This 
was an important opportunity for the emperor to be present among his troops to inspire morale. This sestertius was issued on the occasion of a 
donative for the Praetorian Guard and was the first to employ the adlocutio as a reverse type.

While Julius Caesar recognized the value of expanding Rome’s port facilities at Ostia, it was Claudius who began actual building in AD 42. 
As part of the construction, one of Caligula’s pleasure galleys was scuttled and filled with cement; above it was constructed a lighthouse 
surmounted by a statue of Neptune. Although the actual date of completion is not certain, it must have occurred shortly before this sestertius 
was minted. A further expansion of the facilities was required under Trajan and Hadrian. By the fourth century, however, the port’s importance 
began to diminish as a result of silting. Soon the region became a breeding ground for malaria and was abandoned.

Trajan was the first Roman emperor to hail from the provinces (he was born in Spain), and was quick to establish his lineage. Members of 
his family appearing on his coins include his father Trajan Pater, general and consul, his wife Plotina, his sister Marciana and her daughter 
Matidia. Trajan and Plotina were childless, so the marriage of Matidia’s daughter Sabina to Hadrian, a fellow Spaniard, was arranged to secure 
the succession. Hadrian was also formally adopted by Trajan, as Trajan was by Nerva, thus establishing the Antonine principle of succession 
by marriage and adoption.

Between the years AD 119 and 136, the emperor Hadrian travelled throughout the Roman Empire, visiting various provinces to take stock of 
his inheritance and calm the disquiet which had arisen in the later years of Trajan’s reign. His travels can be divided into two major episodes. 
The first tour was designed to shore-up Rome’s northern borders and began sometime around AD 119 when Hadrian first visited the provinces 
of Gaul and Germania Inferior and Superior. The emperor then crossed the Channel to Britannia where, during his stay, construction began on 
a seventy-three-mile long wall across the north of the province, known to this day as Hadrian’s Wall. In AD 122-123, Hadrian spent time in 
Hispania, then travelled east to Asia Minor. The remainder of this first tour was spent in the Balkans and Greece, touring such areas as Dacia 
and Achaea, before returning to Rome, via Sicily, in AD 126. Hadrian’s second tour began in AD 128, when he set out on a short tour of the 
provinces of Africa and Mauretania. Returning for a brief stay in Rome, in AD 130 Hadrian then went again to Asia Minor, and continued into 
Syria, Judaea, Palestine, and, finally, Egypt. The bar-Kochba revolt in Judaea forced Hadrian to remain in the region until AD 135. In AD 136 
Hadrian returned to Italia, ending his long travels.

Continuing the tradition of Claudius and Antoninus Pius before him, the celebration of the Secular Games at the end of every century since 
the founding of Rome culminated during the reign of Philip I, as the city celebrated her 1,000th anniversary in AD 248.

This reverse type is modelled after, or based on the same subject as, the famed marble Farnese Hercules statue that was discovered in the 
excavations of the Baths of Caracalla in 1546. It stood for over 200 years in the Palazzo Farnese in Rome, from whence it gained its name, and 
was moved to Naples in 1787, where it is now displayed in the Museo Archeologico Nazionale. The statue is thought to be an enlarged copy 
sculpted in the early 3rd century AD by Glykon based on an original by Lysippos dating to the 4th century BC. The statue depicts Hercules 
at rest after completing his Labors: he is shown standing with his club, draped in the skin of the Nemean Lion, set upright on a rock, propped 
under his left arm supporting the weight of his muscular frame, his head slightly nodding forward in a weary attitude, and he holds the apples 
of the Hesperides behind his back in his right hand. The sculpture was apparently well-liked by the Romans, and copies have been found in 
Roman palaces and gymnasiums.

The coinage of Helena as Augusta commenced with her elevation to full imperial status in AD 324 and continued until her death five years 
later. Preceding these issues, however, was a remarkable series struck circa AD 318 at Thessalonica on which both Helena and her daughter- 
in-law Fausta are accorded the lesser title of Nobilissima Femina (N F). Both ladies had borne this rank for a considerable time, Helena since 
her son’s elevation to imperial status in AD 306, Fausta since her marriage to Constantine in March of the following year. The significance of 
this anepigraphic reverse remains uncertain, though it presumably contains some reference to divine providence and destiny.

The defeat of Licinius I at the Battle of Campus Mardiensis and the resulting peace conference held at Serdica in March AD 317 made 
Constantine I the de facto senior emperor of the the two, and temporarily postponed the final showdown between them. Under the terms of the 
peace, in addition to Licinius I holding a senior consulship in AD 318 and Constantine I in AD 319, the eldest sons of Constantine I, Crispus 
and Constantine II, along with Licinius II, the son of Licinius I, were appointed Caesars; Crispus would be co-consul with Licinius I and 
Licinius II would be co-consul with Constantine I. In the eastern provinces, which Licinius I continued to control, and especially at Antioch, a 
series of solidi was struck to commemorate these events. According to Bruun, this issue is dated to AD 317-19 and connected by the presence 
of a star-over-crescent in some way as part of the mintmark. Consular solidi were struck at Antioch for both Licinius I and Constantine I. The 
only known solidus struck for a Caesar in this series, however, is for Licinius II. It is unusual because no solidus is known for the other Caesars 
and the plural CAESS in the reverse legend would suggest the coins for them would have been struck. Even though the Antioch mint was under 
the control of Licinius I, it struck consular solidi for Constantine I in AD 319, and one should expect to find solidi being struck for Crispus and 
Constantine II as well as for Licinius II, especially as bronzes issues were being struck for all three during this same period. Accordingly, the 
existence of this previously unknown issue would have been expected.

Several numismatists have tried to associate this coin, combining an obverse of Constantius II and a reverse type of the usurpers Magnentius 
and Decentius, with a tantalizingly obscure passage from the fourth-century historian, Ammianus Marcellinus. There, the historian, relating 
the clean-up of Magnentius’ revolt, mentions the killing of a Poemenius who revolted against the usurpers in Trier and handed the city over to 
the legitimate emperor, Constantius II. While J.P.C. Kent (VC 1959, pp. 105-108) asserted these coins, as well as a contemporary gold issue, 
were struck by Poemenius in anticipation of the emperor’s retaking of the city, P. Bastien (QT 1983), revisited the question. Re-analyzing the 
gold issue, he concluded that the bronze coins were issued only after Constantius had retaken the city, and not before. More recently, W. C. 
Holt (AJN 15 [2004]), while arguing with slight modifications, nevertheless agrees in genere with Kent’s hypothesis. Although this coin is 
clearly associated with the events of the revolt in Trier, any more certain conclusion at this point remains based on how one wishes to interpret 
the scant evidence. 


One unanswered question remains: for what reason was a reverse type so closely associated with the usurpers used in combination with a 
legitimate obverse of Constantius? The political use of Christian symbolism became much more visible during the latter stages of Magnentius’ 
revolt. His use of the Chi-Rho reflects a similar one of Vetranio: the emperor (either Vetranio himself, or Constantius IT) holding a labarum, and 
the legend INHOC SIGNO VICTOR ERIS, a statement associated with the vision of Constantine I on the night before has battle with his rival, 
Maxentius. In the present case, it is quite possible that the forces of Constantius II in Trier briefly co-opted the symbology of the usurpers, 
adding the legend of the legitimate emperor to parallel the ultimate victory of Constantius II with that of his father.

Majorian came from an illustrious Italian family and was considered a possible successor to the throne after the death of Valentinian III in AD 
455. With the deposition of Avitus in October 456, Majorian and Ricimer were the de facto rulers of the West, and Majorian was proclaimed 
emperor by the army on | April 457. Just as Avitus had not been accepted in Italy, Majorian was not accepted in Gaul, and he successfully led 
military campaigns in AD 458/9 to quell any threat of revolt from that quarter. He did not have such luck in Spain, however, as in AD 460/1 his 
two naval expeditions against Gaiseric met with disaster. In the meantime, he also had aroused the suspicions of Ricimer, and after Majorian’s 
return to Rome on 2 August AD 461 he was seized, and beheaded five days later. 


These extremely rare half siliquae of Majorian have long been the subject of scholarly speculation. Cahn (SNR 31 [1938], pp. 431-2, note 
26) linked the obverse design to contemporary solidi struck at Arelate, while Kent (RIC X, pp. 187) supposed it derived from Visigothic 
issues of Valentinian III. While no specific mint has ever been determined, the find spots of examples of this type (two in France and one in 
Switzerland), suggests a mint somewhere in northern Gaul, and may be attributed to a mint under the direction of Majorian’s ardent magister 
militum, Aegidius, who held that province on his behalf. When Ricimer deposed Majorian in AD 461, Aegidius retained control of much of 
this territory for the empire in the face of Ricimer’s candidate, Libius Severus. This issue appears to have been ancestral for similar regional 
small silver coins in the names of the legitimate imperial candidates, Anthemius and Nepos (cf. RIC X 2905 and 3254; none exist for Severus), 
as well as similar possible Frankish types in the name of Anastasius.

Traditionally, the reign of Fl. Odovacar (AD 476-493) has been seen as the end of the Western Roman Empire and the beginning of the Middle 
Ages in the West. A member of the foederati — allied Germanic tribes who served in the Roman army in return for land — Odovacar was 
appointed their leader in Italy in AD 475 by the magister militia Orestes, who promised in return a third of the Italian peninsula if Odovacar 
and his Germans would assist Orestes’ revolt against the western emperor, Julius Nepos. Following the defeat of Nepos, Orestes elevated 
his son, Romulus, to the rank of Augustus, and immediately set about revoking his earlier arrangement with the foederati. Now, Odovacar 
revolted against Orestes, who was defeated, captured, and executed. Susequently, Odovacar was proclaimed rex Italiae and, on 4 September 
AD 476, he compelled the young Romulus to abdicate, sending the imperial insignia to Constantinople, and thus ending Roman imperial rule 
in the West. During his reign, he provided his foederati with lands in Italy and made the beneficiaries of a special tax. He retained the Roman 
administration, senate, legal institutions, and tax system — all of which gained him the support of the senate and people. This popularity, along 
with Odovacar’s military successes against the Vandals and his alliances with the Visigoths and Franks, prompted Zeno, the Roman emperor in 
the East, to remove Odovacar from power. In AD 488, Zeno called on the Ostrogothic king, Theoderic, to overthrow Odovacar. Over the next 
five years, Theoderic slowly pushed Odovacar back to the old Roman capital at Ravenna where, after a protected siege, in AD 493, Odovacar 
surrendered. Under the terms of the peace, Theoderic and Odovacer would share the rule of Italy. At the banquet arranged to celebrate this 
treaty, however, Theoderic killed Odovacar with his own hands.

Whitting proposed that the two successive “N’’s in the obverse legend point to this being a joint issue of Tiberius II and Maurice Tiberius, 
dating to the period of only nine days between the time when Maurice was declared Caesar and adopted the name Tiberius on 5 August, and 
14 August when Tiberius II died. Hahn (MIBE) disagrees with Whitting’s interpretation of the legend, more logically reading the “Nb” as 
nobilissimus, “...a title connected with the Caesarship which Maurice had held for a week until his coronation as co-Augustus” on 13 August, 
although noting that it may have been used afterwards (p. 45). If not a joint issue fitting into this narrow time frame of nine days, the emission 
must date to the earliest days of Maurice’s reign as Augustus, seemingly before deciding to include “Maurice” in his official imperial name, 
and almost certainly before 31 August, when a new indiction began.

The powerful personality of Irene had always overshadowed that of her son Constantine, and only an army mutiny had prevented her from 
taking power in 790. After a short period in exile, she returned to Constantinople, and began working at eliminating her enemies. As the 
coinage shows, she quickly relegated her son to second place. By 797 she had discredited Constantine to the point that she could have him 
deposed, blinded, and murdered with little outcry. In 802 Irene was also deposed after attempting to arrange a marriage between herself and 
Charlemagne.

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Chinese Cash 


While the coinages of her western neighbors changed dramatically from the ancient to the early modern periods, varying both in artistic and 
precious metal content (or lack thereof), China experienced a system of coinage which set the standard for consistency not only in appearance, 
but in structure as well. Beginning with the first emperor of the Qin dynasty, Qin Shi Huang, China became unified under one ruler who sough 
many political and economic reforms, the latter of which consisted of numerous numismatically oriented changes, such as the standardization 
of scripts, weights and measures, and the monetary system as a whole. The existing forms of currency were abolished and replaced with a 
unit of the higher order (the gold yi, equivalent to 20 taels), and a unit of the lower order (a round copper coin with a square hole in the center, 
equivalent to half a tael). 


Future inflation caused this relation to change over time, but the need for larger sums of the ‘cash’ was easily remedied through their design, 
however, as large strings of 100 or even 1,000 were strung together for use in everyday trade. With this coinage, the standard was established, 
and the ‘cash’ style cast copper coin became synonymous with the monetary exchange of the entire Southeast Asian region. Calligraphic styles 
varied as well, with the more artistic ‘slender gold’ and ‘running grass’ scripts, to the more pragmatic orthodox and seal scripts. Some of these 
character forms were even penned by the emperors themselves, such as the HutzOng emperor (1100-1125). The overlying layout of the ‘cash’ 
remained virtually the same, with the emperor’s nidnhdo, or reign name, listed as two characters read vertically from top to bottom, as well as 
a description of the coinage read horizontally from right to left, such as yudn bdo or tong bdo (main or common currency). 


The final dynasty of Imperial China, the Qing, saw the increased presence of western colonial powers as well as gold and silver in trade, along 
with surging military expenses, thereby giving rise to the increased size of ‘cash’ coins, ranging from the standard one unit value all the way up 
to 1,000 unit value coins. As China’s political status became more volatile, so too did its currency, and ‘cash’ style coinage ended shortly after 
the empire itself in 1911, replaced with a more modern currency, but lacking the enigmatic history of the two millennial standard.

Although Babur was a direct descendent of the great Mongol rulers Ghengis Khan and Tamerlane (Timur), the realm he inherited upon his 
father’s death in 1494 did not extend beyond the confines of the remote province of Ferghana (Khokand). Being only 11 years old at the time, 
he quickly lost even that to rivals, and retreated into the mountains with a band of loyal followers to prepare a plan of reconquest; his ultimate 
ambition being to reclaim the ancestoral throne at Samarkand. In 1497 he briefly held the city for some 100 days, at which time these rare 
countermarked coins were issued. Babur was never able to retain complete control of Persia, and after a decisive defeat in 1512, he turned 
his sights to India. Despite his youthful reversals, Babur proved an equal to his illustrious ancestors, crushing the Afghans and Rajputs at the 
battles of Panipat and Khanua in 1526 and 1527 and leaving his Mongol (Mughal) dynasty as masters of northern India.

Born Prince Shihab-ud-din Muhammad Khurram in 1592, Shah Jahan (King of the World) succeeded his father, Jahangir, as emperor in 
1627. In addition to continuing the expansionist policies begun by his grandfather, Akbar, Shah Jahan’s reign was also recognized for his 
conscientious administration and his patronage of the arts—in this he continued the beautiful coin designs of his father, Jahangir. While the 
construction of the Taj Mahal, the mausoleum constructed for his queen, Mumtaz Mahal, is perhaps the most recognizable legacy of his reign, 
many other constructions - including the layout of the new Mughal capital at Delhi, with the Lal Qila (Qila-i-Mubarak) there, the renovations 
at the old capital at Agra, and the building of the Shalimar Gardens in Lahore - reveal his deeply aesthetic interests. For all of Shah Jahan’s 
abilities, however, his reign ended unhappily for, as he became more and more infirm, a power struggle for the throne arose among his sons. 
It was Aurangzeb, Shah Jahan’s third son, who emerged victorious in the struggle, and immediately imprisoned his father at Agra. Shah Jahan 
continued to live for another eight years in this imprisonment until he died. He was then buried in the Taj Mahal beside his queen.

The Normans in Italy and Sicily 


The Norman conquest of southern Italy, which resulted in the eventual creation of the Kingdom of Sicilia, spanned the late eleventh to 
twelfth centuries. The Normans (Lat. Normani) were the descendants of those Viking raiders who had settled in northern France. Like their 
ancestors, they served as mercenaries in the numerous battles between local princes. Eventually, the Normans began to exert a significant 
affect on the region’s political and social landscape. Two separate traditions, both based on near-contemporary eleventh-century sources, exist 
regarding their arrival in the region. According to the so-called “Salerno Tradition,” first mentioned in the Ystoire de li Normant of Amatus of 
Montecassino, the Norman influence began at Salerno in the very late tenth century AD, when the Duke of Salerno, Guaimario III, requested 
the presence of Norman knights in the Duchy to ward off Muslim invasions. The “Gargano Tradition,” related in the Gesta Roberti Wiscardi 
of William of Apulia, and the Chronica monasterii S. Bartholomaei de Carpineto of the monk Alexander, suggests that, in a meeting in about 
1016 at the shrine of San Michele Arcangelo at Monte Gargano, an Apulian nobleman, Melo di Bari, sought Norman assistance in his rebellion 
for independence against the Byzantine Catapanate of Italy which, at the time, ruled southern Italy. Throughout the eleventh century AD, 
the Normans served as mercenaries for both the various competing princes in southern Italy and the Byzantines in Sicily, all of whom were 
trying to stave of the incursions of the Fatimids. Beginning around 1035, when Guglielmo Braccio di Ferro, a descendent of the Norseman, 
Tancred de Hautville, became Count of Apulia and Calabria, the Normans began to acquire their own territories to rule. Beginning the process 
of wresting Sicilia away from the Byzantines, in 1059, the Pope appointed Roberto il Guiscardo, Guglielmo’s brother, duke of the as yet 
unconquered island, which, in 1071, Roberto invested upon his youngest brother, Ruggero Bosso (Ruggero I) along with the title, Count of 
Sicilia. Although Roberto’s younger brothers, Boemond I d’ Antiochia and Ruggerio Borsa, fought over this inheritance, thereby precipitating 
a period of warfare, Ruggero Bosso (Ruggero I) was able to defeat them and strengthen his control in in Sicilia. When he died in 1101, the 
throne passed to his elder son, Simone. Simone, however, died shortly thereafter, and his younger brother, Ruggero (Ruggero II), became the 
new Count. Ruggero then set out to unite Sicilia with southern Italy, so that by 1130, when he was formally crowned King of Sicilia, Ruggero 
had united all of the disparate territories of southern Italy and Sicila into one kingdom with a strong centralized government. To maintain his 
control over his kingdom, Ruggero II, like his uncle, Ruggero Bosso, before him, appointed close relatives to positions of power in the outlying 
principalities, though, unlike his uncle, these appointees were Ruggero’s sons — a policy which continued under his immediate successors — 
Guglielmo I, Guglielmo II, Tancredi, and Guglielmo III, the last of the Norman kings of Sicilia.

The Enigmatic Vlack 10-77A

A series popular and well studied within the realm of United States numismatics, the ‘evasion’ issues from America’s colonial period provide 
an interesting glimpse into a fledgling nation’s early history. At this time, certain areas in the colonies experienced a shortage in the supply of 
coppers, which provided manufacturers such as those in Birmingham with a profitable business enterprise. However, in an attempt to quell 
this spurious activity, an anti-counterfeiting law was passed in Great Britain which severely punished this practice. Not to be hindered by this 
act, the ‘smashers’ of these coppers discovered and exploited a loophole, whereby small coinage of the current British types (Halfpennies 
and Farthings) were produced with imitative non-regal legends, such as ‘“GEORGIUS III ROX’ for ‘“GEORGIUS III REX’ on the obverse, 
and ‘BONNY GIRL’ for ‘BRITANNIA’ on the reverse. Alternatively, as halfpennies and farthings were not produced each year at this time, 
counterfeits could be issued bearing a date not used by the regal series. In either event, these issues could not technically be considered 
counterfeits, as they weren’t imitating actual coins, but were in fact fantasy issues that appeared as equivalents to the regal issues, without any 
concern or regard over their status. 


These pieces, however, are not entirely of British origin, as some were produced in the colonies by strikers such as James F. Atlee, Walter 
Mould, Ephraim Brasher, and John Bailey, and struck at such clandestine American mints in New York City and Machin’s Mills, near 
Newburgh. The above type has been the subject of much debate regarding its true origin and manufacture, as Robert A. Vlack’s photographic 
plates of Colonial coins, “18th Century Counterfeit Halfpence Made In America,” include it as 10-77A, and Walter Breen listed that, despite its 
uncertain provenance, it is generally *...conceded to be American.’ However, more recent research by Byron K. Weston in numerous articles 
and commentary in ‘The Colonial Newsletter,’ suggests that this type may not in fact be of American origin after all, as the style cannot be 
clearly linked to colonial manufacturers. In any event, its status as an icon within the colonial series has long-since been established, as was 
evident in Stack’s Americana sale in 2008, the last time this type was sold at auction. The condition of that specimen, well-worn and fair, holed, 
and struck with a die shift on the obverse, brought a winning of over $2,700, including the buyer’s fee. The present example, however, presents 
a unique opportunity for the specialist to acquire what is undoubtedly the most attractive and well-preserved specimen available.

Awarded annually through 1954 by the American Power Boat Association, the Rochester Award was given to the outboard driver who scored 
the most points in any two classes between the first of April and the first of October each year. The final recipient of this award, Bill Rankin, 
rose to regional fame in the Pacific Northwest in the 1930s. A popular yet dangerous sport at the time, speedboating caused numerous injuries 
and deaths, one of the most tragic occurring in Seattle on 14 June 1936, when a hydroplane’s throttle stuck open and hit the beach at top speed. 
Boat and driver then flew over a majority of the crowd, with the left arm of the latter impaled upon a climbing spike of a telephone pole. 
Though the driver was rescued and did recover, his boat struck a spectator who subsequently died from his injuries. The ill-fated boat was later 
purchased by a new owner who hired a young Bill Rankin to pilot it. Though restrictions in the 1940s made the sport safer to prevent such 
disasters, Rankin was able to work within these parameters to create some of the strongest-performing boats around. Even after receiving the 
Rochester Medal in 1954, the lifelong enthusiast and master mechanic continued his pursuit by building engines which were legendary in the 
boat-racing scene, continuing to set local, national, and international records.

Following the death of Mircea the Elder in 1418, control of Wallachia fell to Mircea’s nephew, Mihail I, a member of the Danesti branch of the 
Basarab family. Mircea’s illegitimate son Vlad was living at the time at the court of the Holy Roman Emperor, Sigismund. Vlad was surnamed 
Dracul, or Dragon, so-called because of his membership in the Ordo Draconis, or Order of the Dragon, a secret knighthood instituted by the 
Holy Roman Emperor to fight the Ottoman Empire. The symbol of the order was that of a dragon. 


Unable to succeed to the Wallachian throne because of his illegtimacy, in 1431 Sigismund appointed him governor of Transylvania. That same 
year his son, Vlad, was born. Though this boy would later acquire the epithet Tepes, or Impaler, because of his preferred method of torture, he 
is better known by his nickname Dracula, or “son of the dragon” which became the inspiration for Bram Stoker’s immortal vampire, Count 
Dracula. Discontent with being governor of Transylvania, Dracul was eager to claim the Wallachian throne for himself. After killing Mihail 
I, he became voivode of Wallachia in 1436, but his position was far from secure. He was a vassal of Hungary by oath, but also a tributary of 
the Ottomans as voivode. When the Turks invaded Transylvania in 1442, the Hungarian king accused his vassal of failing to properly defend 
the southern approaches to Transylvania, and forced Vlad out of Wallachia. In the meantime the Hungarian general Janos Hunyadi installed 
another ruler in Vlad’s absence. Vlad appealed to the Sultan for aid, which was granted, and Vlad regained the throne the following year. In 
return for the Ottoman aid, Vlad’s younger sons, Vlad Dracula and Radu, were sent to the Sultan’s court as hostages. Hostilities soon arose 
again between Hungary and the Ottomans, and Vlad was summoned to join the Hungarian side as a member of the Ordo Draconis. So as not 
to enrage the Turks and endager his younger sons, Vlad sent his eldest son Mircea in his stead. The crusade failed and Vlad fell further out of 
favor with Hungary, which arranged his murder in 1447. 


The existence Vlad Dracul’s coinage is known from a commercial charter dated to 1437, in which Vlad granted customs privilege to the 
merchants of Brasov. The charter mentions that both ducats and bani were struck by him. These coins were first published at the beginning 
of the 20th century, and the most recent paper dealing with the coinage of Vlad II Dracul recorded only seven specimens of this issue: six in 
public collections in Romania, and the seventh in the Fitzwilliam Museum (K. Parvan, “Cateva consideratii privind activitatea monetara a lui 
Vlad Dracul - Considerations Regarding the Coin Minting Activity of Vlad II Dracul,” Studii si Cercetari de Numismatica X [1993], p.101-7).

The association of disease with evil and the employment of the laying-on of hands to cure that disease/evil has been a part of human belief since 
at least the time of Jesus and the miracles associated with him. Among the numerous diseases that existed in medieval and modern Europe, 
one of the most heinous and virulent was the so-called morbium regis, or, as it was known in French, mal de roi — the King’s Evil. A form of 
scrofula, a tubercular infection of the lymph nodes that left untreated turned into suppurating sores. While various home remedies were known, 
the one perceived certain cure was the laying-on of hands by the king in his role as the anointed representative of Christ. Beginning in France 
under Robert IT (996-1017) and in England under Edward the Confessor (1042-1066), this ritual became an important part of kingship and also 
a crucial test of royal legitimacy. So popular did the ritual become by the seventeenth century (under Edward the Confessor only one touch by 
him was ever recorded) a process was instituted in order to keep the crowds of sufferers at a manageable number. 


As a part of the ritual, the afflicted would receive a coin as alms. Because of its association with this ritual, the coin would be kept to act 
as a talisman for the sufferer. By the time of Edward IV, the coin used was a gold denomination, the angel, that was perfectly suited for the 
ceremony as it bore a depiction of the Archangel Michael slaying the Dragon on the obverse and the royal ship-of-state — an allusion to the 
monarch — on the reverse. Under Henry VII (1485-1509), the practice was ritualized into a Divine Service and the coins themselves were a 
central part of the ceremony, retaining their relative intrinsic purity. Having first been threaded with a ribbon for suspension, the coin would 
be passed over the affected areas by the monarch, who would sometimes make the sign of the cross with the coin as well. Even after England 
had become a Protestant country, Queen Elizabeth I (1558-1603) continued to do the latter. 


Under the Stuarts, the ceremony took on special significance since they viewed it as an important component of their increasingly absolutist 
view of the divine right of kingship. While James I (1603-1625), owing to his Protestant background and the lack of such a ritual in Scotland, 
initially balked at performing the ritual, he soon acquiesced, although he removed everything in the ritual that remotely smacked of papism 
and invoked God in the actual healing. Under James I and Charles I (1625-1649), the coin itself underwent significant design changes to the 
reverse, including under Charles the replacement of the traditional legend with a more ironic one - AMOR POPVLI PRAESIDIVM REGIS 
(The People’s Love is the King’s Safeguard). Like his father, Charles I performed the ceremony only on Easter and Michaelmas, as well as on 
Progresses. In 1633, a few days after his Scottish Coronation, Charles touched about 100 people. To commemorate this event, special angels 
designed and struck by Nicholas Briot were used. During his captivity following the end of the Civil War, Charles continued to perform 
touchings; the coins and ribbons were supplied by those wanting to be touched. 


Under the Commonwealth, both the denomination and the ceremony ceased. When the ritual was reintroduced during the Restoration of 
Charles II (1660-1685) and his successors, a gold medalet, now specifically a touch-piece, was created to replace the angel. Designed solely 
for the touching ceremony and not meant to be used as currency, this medalet continued to employ the designs of the former angel (although 
now the ship was now modernized by depicting the Sovereign of the Seas accompanied by the legend SOLI DEO GLORIA (Alone to God the 
glory). The last reigning monarch to touch on British soil was Anne (1702-1714), who did so three months before her death. The Hanoverians 
refused to participate at all and the ritual died out in England, although in France it did so until the execution of Louis XVI (1774-1793), and 
was continued by the Stuart Pretenders until the death of Cardinal Henry Benedict Stuart, Henry IX to the Jacobites, in 1807.

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The Emergence of the Russian Empire 
A Series of Commemorative Medals from the 18th Century 


The Great Northern War, chiefly fought between the Tsardom of Russia and the Kingdom of Sweden from 1700 to 1721, resulted in Russian 
dominance of the Baltic and the creation of the Russian Empire, a regional power which would continue to expand for nearly two centuries. 
During the latter part of the 16th century and throughout the 17th century, Sweden emerged as the dominant force in the Baltic, holding lands 
in Norway, the area around the Gulf of Finland, and down the coast as far as Germany. Having been deprived of access to the Baltic Sea after 
the Treaty of Stolbovo in 1617, Russia languished until the reign of Petr I ‘the Great,’ who made it a goal to renew the greatness of Russia by 
way of sea. 


The initial skirmishes of the war centered around the allies of the two main powers, with attacks by the Kingdom of Denmark and Norway 
on the Duchy of Holstein-Gottorp, and by the Electorate of Saxony on the Dominion of Livonia. These early engagements brought Sweden, 
followed quickly thereafter by Russia, into the picture, with their first head-to-head encounter at the First Battle of Narva, a decisive victory 
for King Karl XII and his Swedish army. While Sweden’s attention then moved southward to Saxony’s exploits, Russia was free to recover her 
former territories in the Baltic provinces. Victories at Erastfer and Néteborg (Shlisselburg) resulted in access to the region of Ingria, where Petr 
commenced the building of his namesake city and maritime stronghold, Sankt-Petrburg (St. Petersburg). 


Satisfied with his foothold in the Baltic, Petr offered to retrocede everything gained thus far, excepting his naval pathway—an offer which 
Karl refused. The goal of Sweden then shifted to capturing the heart of Russia herself at Moskva. This attempt proved fruitless however, as 
successive Russian victories at Lesnaya and Poltava drove Karl to the protection of the Ottoman Empire. In the king’s absence, Petr continued 
his advancements in the Baltic, refining his navy and capturing Riga and Tallinn, as well as increasing his anti-Swedish alliance with other 
regional powers. Karl returned to Sweden in 1714 from his enclave in Moldova, only to suffer further defeats at Stralsund and Wismar, ending 
Swedish rule in Germany and the Baltic provinces. Left with a depleting source of allies, Karl turned to the Jacobite pretender and their 
supporters, resulting in Great Britain’s involvement against Sweden as well. In a final blow to the latter, King Karl was felled at the Battle of 
Fredriksten in 1718. Though the war would continue nominally for three more years, the outcome was sealed with Karl’s death, and arguably, 
even earlier after his failed attempt to invade Russia. 


Numerous medals were struck to commemorate these various events, as well as of Petr I himself. The following group focuses on the first 
half of the war and comes from a larger series made from the mid-late 18th century by some of the more prominent European medalists of the 
time. While many employ similar obverses, the reverses act as an artistic testament to military strategy, commemorating Russia’s rise from an 
isolated northern tsardom to a trans-continental empire.

Such figures are thought to depict Antinoitis (see lot 838 above for a brief note on his life), although the provincial craftsmanship does little to 
capture the famed beauty of Hadrian’s favorite. Nonetheless, the artist managed to incorporate the “essentials” of the portraiture of Antinoiis: 
the youthful heroism expressed through nudity and the careful consideration given to the thick hair. The scallop was a symbol of the Nile, 
where Antinotis drowned under mysterious circumstances, and was associated with Osiris, one of a number of deities that Antinotis became 
syncretized with.
